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THE APOSTLE PAUL. 


Bt. Paul, though chosen last, is the first in rank of 
the “glorious company of tbe apostles.” The twelve, 
striving among themselves who should be the greatest, 
little thought that a native of Tarsus, a city of an in- 
significant province of Asia Minor, would bear cff the 
palm from the children of the Holy Land. They were 
appointed to a general office, but he was singled out for 
& peculiar mission, for which neither the zeal of Peter 
tor the love of John was adequate. To overstep the 
limits of Palestine and carry the gospel to the vasi Gén- 
tile world required a rare combination of gifts, and in 
Paul that combination was found. The chosen one 
must be born between Judaism and Gentilism, that he 
might not be too much tyrannized over by either sys- 
tem. He must be conversant, too, with the old, that he 
might better measure and appreciate the new. Paul 
was a Greek by nativity, a Roman by citizenship, and a 
Jew by religion. Versed in Gentile lore, and taught at 
the feet of Gamaliel, he was prepared to see, when his 
tyes were opened, the perfection of the truth as it is in 
Jesus, With a profound sense of duty inwrought by 
the Jewish faith, with the culture of a Grecian eity, 
end under the shield of that magic citizenship by 
which Rome was then opening privileges to the travel- 
er who possessed it over the habitable globe, Paul was 
furnished in a remarksble manner for his. work by 
birth, education, and positien. 


In considering also the “final causes” of the selection 
of Paul by the Infinite Intelligence, who adapts now 
an insect to its element of air or water, and nowa 
planet to its orbit, we discern much of fitness and fore- 
sight. There is a great work to be done, and a mighty 
workman is chosen for its exe¢ution. The original na- 
ture of Paul fitted him to perform a sublime mission. 
Without question he is the leading intellect among the 
sacred writers. He had a too eharply defining imagi- 
nation for a poet, too logical an understanding for a 
psalmist, and too impassioned « nature for a philoso- 
pher; but he nevertheless combined in himself much 
of all these characters, His illustrations are often 
beautiful, his soal is constantly attuned to praise, and 
by single flashes of thought he compasses results which 
others attain by long prodeases of argumentation. 
Whatever there might be of the ruggedness of outline 
in the forms in which he presented his thoughts, these 
thoughts themeelves burned with an inextinguishable 
fire of conviction. He was no queter nor second-hand 
repeater. Whatever might go into his mind came out 
personal and Pauline. Wide'in his outlook, yet distinct 
in bis aim; indomitable of will, but flexible when that 
will must bend or break; profound in his thought, but 
practical in its application; zealous in temperament, 
yet imbued with a charity that would clasp the world in 
his embrace; loving controversy, but loving the truth 
better than victory; highly intellectual, yet always pay- 
ing allegiance to the supremagy of the moral powers— 
the apostle presented an. ample range of contrasts in 
his genius and character. The intense earnestness of 
his mind, in whatever direttiéh Tt moved and whatever 
posture it took, is seen in every sentence, Oulture had 
not quenched the generous flame of native ardor. ~ In- 
spiration had not dulled the energies of a spirit which 
concentrated the forces of a hundred willsin a single 
breast, and which heaved with the affections of a hun- 
dred hearts. His whole being pulsates with life. Every 
faculty isin a high state of vilality. If we complain 
of imperfections, they are not the imperfections of de- 
ficiency, but of superabundance. If his page be dark, 
it is “dark with exczss of light.” When he enters 
upon his theme, the windows of heaven are opened 
and the fountains of the great deep are broken up. 
It is as the wise man said,“Lo,my brook became a 
river,and my river became a cea.” In the fiocd of 
emotions and thoughts on which he is borne along, all 
tempered interests are swallowed up,and the reader 
arrives with the writer at the same all-important con- 
clusions, and responds the ssme devout amen! 

The =postle’s life also poeseesed a remarkable unity. 
He believed Judaism divine, and he advocated it with 
his whole soul. And when new light came, and he recog- 
nized the higher divinity of the gospel, he was “not dis- 
obedient unto the heavenly vision.” His notable con- 
version, therefore, was a change in direction, not in 
motive, or zeal, or conscientiousness, or devotion to 
the service of God. It was like the change of his 
name, the substitution of one, and that the first, let 
ter for another, changing, but not annihilating, the 
original sound. 

Yet Paul had passed through very different religious 
experiences from those of the other apostles, and he 
derived new power from this source. It bas been said 
that we can not fully know the strength of an oppo- 
nent’s argument unless we have at some time been of 
his belief. Paul was a Hebrew of the Hebrews. A 
Jewish doctor could tell him nothing new. He had 
been a Jew after Obrist had lived and died, a Jew in 
opposition and persecution, and he had tasted the guilt 
of that passion and the force of that prejudice. Men and 
women he had hauled to prison and to death. In his 
inhuman bigotry he “breathed out threatenings and 
slaughter against the disciples of the Lord,” and perse- 
cuted them from city to city. The very existence of 
the Obristian Church was endangered by this arch- 
enemy. Bat in the height of his career, he is arrested 
by a voice from heaven; a voice, not of vengeance, but 


of mild expestulation and warning from the Lord, whcse 
cause he was pursuing with rancor and murder, Every 
circumstance connected with the conversion of Paul 
substantiates its miraculous origin. But within the 
precincts of his own mind, we detect no compulsion or 
violation of his free agensy. The blow-by whicl he was 
stopped in his course of persecution was sudden, but the 
process of mind through-which be became fully imbued 
with the Obristian faith and charity was progressive. 
For a season he sits in blindoess and prayer; neither 
eating nor drinking. For three years he dweltin Arabia 
and foreign places, and only once during fourteen years 
visited Jerusalem, the headquarters of the new faith. 
Though no one, accordingly, was more active in pro- 
claiming Obristianity to the world, or entered so fully 
into what might be called the missionary cause of that 
period, no one, again, had a more personal, peculiar. 
and vivid religious experience. From a persecutor he 
had been raised to the glorious office of an apostle; the 
chief of sinners, he had found mercy. Hence there iss 
vividness of emotion, an intense yearning of love and 
gratitude, that can find no words strong enough to do 
them justice. Jesus bad not been knewn to him per- 
sonally in his daily walks dnd familiar conversation and 
travele, as he had to the other disciplea. He bad spoken 
to him from heaven, and communicated in visione, He 
was, therefore, a more solemn and awe-inepiring being, 
& more transcendent benefactor, to Paul, than to John 
who reclined in his bosom, or to Peter who denied him 
and was pardoned. Paul was very far from regarding 
or speaking of Jesus as God, but he more constantly calls 
him Carist and Lord. Theevents of his own life be- 
came the background en which his rescue irom the 
guilt and fate of a perseoutdr.of the church stood out in 
strong relief. His own experiences became motives to 
prompt him to save others. He had measured the depth 
of that pit out of which he bad been drawn, and he 
spared no toil or suffering to lift up others also from i's 
dark receeses into light and liberty. The line kindles 
with personal emotion when he speaks of ain and par- 
don and salvation, and he added to the power of argu- 
ment the intensity of personal consciousness and con- 
viction.— Rev. A. A. Livermore, D. D.

Martha had just said of her brother, “I know that he 
shall rise again in the resurrection at the last day.” 
And now Jesus reveals his divinity by eaying, “I am 
the resurrection and the life. He that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shail he live.’ This won- 
derful truth, this living trath whs uttered among 
mourners and in a world of the dying. They might 
turn to the past, but there was no voice from its dim 
vieta:rolling aerogs the gulf of centuries to cheer them 
im this their bour of sadness and sorrow. 

Through the sweep of the centuries the world has 
never produced a tribe, tongue,'or people that was freed 
from the inexorable law of death, but his presence was 
felt. in every clime and his footprints seen on every 
shore. No beisg comes marching down the ages with 
life, enduring and abiding, and clothed with sufficient 
power to enable him to conquer death and the grave, 
but the world’s march has been marked by desolation 
and death. When we look upon the dreary caverns 
and catacombs, the resting-place of thousands, and see 
the work of nations fading like the early flower, and 
men dying and going to their long home, and the 
mourners going about the streets, and look upon the 
pyramids and ruined cities of the past, we feel like ex- 
claiming, The world is a tomb; the world isa tomb!

In this article I desire to reply very briefly to the re- 
plies which have been made to my articles, In this 1am 
notactuated by any spir't of combat, but by asincere de- 
sire to know the truth.

» 2," We are next confronted with an extended quota: 
tion of the belief of the Persians. It bas, indeed, a res- 
urrection in it, and a literal resurrection; but what 
about this religion and its founder? It contains many 
things that are found in the Bible. 

Zoroaster held that there is ore supreme and inde- 
pendent Baing; the Jews had their sacred fire which 
came down from heaven upon the alter of burnt offer- 
ings, which-they never suffered to go out, and with 
which all their sacrificesand oblations were.made, Z2ro- 
aster, in:like manner, pretended to have brought this 
holy fire from heaven, and as the Jews had ashekinah 
of the divine presence among them, resting over the 
mercy-seat in the Holy of Holies, Zoroaster likewise 
told his magicians to look upon the sacred fires in their 
temples as a shekinah, in which God’ especially dwelt. 
From. theee and some other instances of analogy be- 
tween the Jewish religions, Dr. Prideaux infers that 
Zoroaster had. been frat educated and brought up in the 
Jewish religion. And the Encycloyedia of Religious 
Knowledge, article Zand, saye:

Jesus assured them that “when they sball rise from the 
dead [future], they neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage; ‘butare as the ‘angels whictr ‘are in heaven.” 80 
might we refer to many other places where the future 
is used. 

But what about the. patriarchs? How may they be 
taid to be living ?,. Jesus explains it, “For all live unto 
God.” They do not live absolutely, but they live unto 
God, in that-‘hehas ordained their resurrection. Paul 
says, “He is not ashamed to be called their God, for he 
hath prepared for themmcity.”. ‘Heb. 11:16, They are 
Citizens of that city just. as. we now,are—io prospect. 

we are assured that weshall be. Paul says in 
Phil, 3:'20, “Our politewma, our citizenship, isin heaven.” 
Yet we are not literally citizens of heaven yet; but we 
shall be—the promise is sure. 

4. A long quotation is given from Kitto’s Cyclopedia

Pope, “No criticiam can rob us of Job’s ancient testi- 
mony.” 

5 My brother thinks that if it (26: 19) refers to the 
resurrection, the prophet has contradicted what he had 
said in the fourteenth yerse of that chapter, “They are 
dead, they shall not live; they are deceased, they shall 
not rise,” 

Bat this is no more a contradiction than the words of 
Jesus and Paul in the following: Paul expressed himeelt 
as believing in a “resurrection both of the just and un 
jast;” while Jesus say*, “He that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life.” Jolin 3: 36. 

A resurrection implies life in some segge. The con- 
tradiction, however; is only apparent. Paul. bslieved 
the wicked would be raiecd, but not to eternal life; and 
80 it was eternal life which the Savior said they should 
not see. So Isaiah, while he did not believe those 
tyrants primarily would ever be raised to civil lifesgain, 
nor ultimately to eternal life, yet believed that his 
own pople, the people of God, would rise again, first 
to civil life, and ultimately to everlasting life in Christ. 
To deny that the prophet believed in the doctrine of 
a literal.resurrection, and then admit. that he uses.a 
literal resurrection as a metaphor by which to represent 
the restoration of a civilly dead’ nation,’ is to say that 
the inspired prophet knew nothing of the laws of lan- 
guage. To maintain that the prophet represents such a 
restoration of his people by the symbol of a dead body 
raised to life, and then say he did not believe the latter 
is blind presumption. ‘ 

6. The words used to represent the resurrection. Bro. 
Warrener will have nothing to do with the. Latin 
resurgere, a8 it “has nothing to do with the question.” It 
has this much to do with the quéstion: it was thought 
by the most scholarly men in the time of King James, 
as well as by the grand men of the revision committees 
in Eoglandand America, to be ‘the best equivalent of 
the Greek anastasis, 

As to the Greek, we shall dispute little concerning its 
etymology. The question that concerns us is, What is 
the sense of the word in the connections where reference 
is had to the futurestate? Does it contain the sense of 
“again 2” I maintain it does, 

(1) The Jews so used it. By referring to the 70th it 
will be found that the word was used in translating 
such plain passages as Ezekiel 87: 5, concerning the re- 
vivifying of the dry boner; I. Kings 17: 22, concerning 
the raising to life of the widow's son; IL. Kings 4: 20- 


(8) The word-is used. whea.spcaking of.Chriat’s res- 
urrection. Bro,. Warrener saya, “Of Chris: only is it 
said by inspired persons that he should ‘rise again, and 
where this phrase occurs anastasis is not the word used. 
We therefore conclude that resurrection ‘is rising or 
rising up, and not rising again.” Or another conclusion 
would be that Jesus’ resurrection was not an anastasis, 
Ia this true? See Acts 1; 22, 2: $1, 4: 83, 17: 18; Rom, 1: 
4,6: 5; Pail. 3:10; I. Peter 1: $, 3: 21, and we shall see at 

once thet this term is frequently employed to represent

But let us look at this logic (?) a little further. "Rea- 
urrection is rising or rising up, and not rising again.” 
But Jesus rose agsin. Therefore Christ’s was nota res- 
urrection. Something is defective in the logic, It must 
be the major premise. 

(4) Heb, 11: 35 is proof positive that anasfasis con- 
tains the sence of “again.” “Women received their 
dead raised to life again;” or, in the revieed transla- 
tion, “Women received their dead by a resurrection.” 
This tells how they received their dead—“by a reaur- 
rection.” Is there the sense of “rising again” in this? 
Did the Shunamite have her-son given back to her by a 
resurrection? And-did this resurrection. mean restora- 
tion to life of the body of adead boy ? None will deny it. 
Then the point is sustained. 

Bro. Warrener thought’ be had made sad havoc of 
this when he substituted resuseitation and revivifica- 
tion for anastasts in Jolin 5: 29 and 11: 25, ° He tercely 
denominates it nonsehse, But I have failed to be so 
struck with it. To me I confess it sounds rather 
melodious. rather good. I: is the most pleasing to my 
ear of anything I have seen in his eleven articles, “I 
suscitation or revivification of life,”, this is juat what,I 
believe the resurrection to be. 

What better does it sound to substitute Ars definitions? 
“Some to the rising of life, and some to the rising up of 
damnation;” “I am the rising and the life.” i

{Remarks of President D. A. Long at the close of the fall 
term at Antioch College, December 18, 1883, By a rising 
vote of the faculty and students the publication of the 
game was requested in the Hezaxp. ] 


To the Facully and Students of Antioch College : 


Beloved Friends,—Elevee links in the chain of 1883 
haye been finished. Old Father Time will forge the 
twelfth before the college bell calls us to our accus- 
tomed seats at the opening of the winter term. I 
know that you all fee) like lifting up your hearts in 
thankegiving to the great Giver of every good and per- 
fect gift that no one of our number has been called 
away by death. If we will continue to do our duty the 
knotw'in the halls will continue to grow taller and taller, 
and the rifts in the cloud cvar Anticch will get wider 
and wider, until the prayers of the founders of thie 
institution #hall bo answered and the hopes of her best 
friends shall be realizcd. For this tern we bave had 
our last. prayer-mecting sad our last recitation. Soon 
we wiil take the parting hand; soon the farewell words 
will be spoken. 

Parting willonly serve to draw closer the ties that 
bind the faculty and s{uden'scf Antioch. The remem- 
brance of youthful connections melis. every human 
heart; and the dissolution of them is, perhaps, smong 
the most-painful feelings to which we are exposed here 
below. Since cordial and virtuous fhiendship is so 
great a blessing to human life, let us consider a mo- 
ment what duties it requires and how it should be cul- 
tivated. 

The fundamental qualities of true friendship are 
conslancy and fidelity. In the first place, let me ad- 
vise you not to expect perfection in any with whom 
you contract friendship. Young people form roman- 
tic ideas gathered from fictitious histories of the high 
and heroic qualities which belopg to human nature— 
all those qualities they ascribe, without reserve or lim- 
itations, to the. pereon with whom they wish to enter 
into intimate friendship; and on the least failure ap- 
pearing alienation instantly follows, Henee many a 
friendship, hastily contracted, is as hastily diesolved, 
and disgust succeeds to violent attachment. You will 
now returm to the best friends on earth. A mother’s 
love is never shaken. She can ficd an exouse for you 
when teachers and fellow-students can not. When the 
natal day of Christ returns it is all zight for you to cul- 
tivate friendship by giving presents to your friends, 
but do not expect the recording angel to put this down 
to your. credit as a work of charity when you give to 
those who can and will give in return. “The poor sre 
always with us.” In making preparation for the ap- 
proaching holiday festivities, the aged and the indigent 
should not be forgotten. Whoever has once been truly 
charitable has felt in its fall significance that “it is more 
bleesed to give than to receive.” I know how hard it is 
to change the opinion o! any one in regard to the way 
they should observe Christmas. And yet you may 
change them if they are not full of prejudice, You 
may shake aa opinion, or even a conviction, by the 
force of evidence or of reason. But when you attempt 
to drive out a prejudice from the mind, something more 
than reason is needed. A conviction or an opinion is 
generally a mere matter of the intellect, but a preju- 
dice has its roots deep down in the very depths of per- 
sonality, and it requires an effort of the will as well as 
& process of the brain to root it out. Whatever use is 
made of Obristmas in the home circle or in the outside 
world, it is important that its primary signification, as 
commemorative of the advent of the Savior of sinners, 
be made prominent, All its services and every ob- 
servance in connection with it should tend to impress 
us with a sense of gratitude for the Gift which has al- 
ready been made, rather than cultivate a desire to gain 
some immediate material advaatage from its return, 
All Christmas giving should be Ohristward. When the 
Prince of Peaes appeared on the earth the temple of 
Janus was closed. The R man E npire, under the au- 
thority of a Cwsar, experienced in slavery a peace 
which she never had during the enjoyment of her lib- 


erty been able to accomplish. It was a deceitful calm. | 


Tho radiance of Bethlehem’s star pointed to the only 
One who could give peace. 

Philosophers made a beast of being able to give peace 
to their followers. It was pride and ostentation. It 


pompous precepts, which might be agreeable to reason, 
but to cure the broken heart and drive out pride, vo- 
luptuousness, hatred, and revenge, and give unto man 
a perfect peace. And so itis to-day. There is a great 
gulf fixed between the teachings of the world and the 
teachings of the gospel on the object of easy living. 
According to the popular view, the one thing worth 
living for is to have money to spend, fine pictures to 
admire, pleasant books to read, soft carpets for the feet, 
easy couches for tired limba, and delicate dishes for the 
palate; and yet the God whom we profess to believe in 
and worship has only revealed himself to human eyes 
and hands as one who was crucified, whose brow was 
wounded with thorns, and whose side was pierced with 
& spear; and the gospel whieh he brought teaches that 
all pampering with the body and ell undue indulgence 
of ita desires, so far from being the supreme objecis of 
life, may be a snare and a stumbling-block to the soul. 
If there are any of us who really believe in our hearts 
that personal enjoyment is tie objact of Christmas and 
the main object of our lives, let us honestly acknowl- 
edge to ourselves that we are lovers of pleasure rather 
than lovers of Christ, and so go back to crown with 
roses the forgotten statutes of the kindly pagan gods 
who loved hot life and the beauty of sense. If we are 
truly Christians we will ba cheerful and happy. But it 
is impossible for us to find room in our houses for both 
the cross of Christ and the ivy crown of the wine god, 
or the myrtle of the goddess of sinful pleasure. 

Make atleast one poor child of God, who can not 
give in return, feel like uniting with you in repeating 
the angel chant that shook Bethlehem: “Glory to God 
iu the highest,and on earth peace, good will toward 
men.” 





LUTHER AND CALVIN. 

The history of nations, of periods, of constitutions, 
and parties both religious and civil, is oftentimes writ- 
ten or embodied in the history of men. Mankind is 
the center around which history revolves. History 
reste upon the necessities of man, is the outgrowth of 
his creation. 

True it is, circumstances often combine together de- 
mgnding and causing certain events affecting the affairs 
of men, but these cireumstances are the result of the 
necessities of men, or are the product of their minds, 
Men are often developed by circumstances, but more 
often they develop circumstances, and sometimes both 
ageucies work conjointly, 

Martin Luther and John Calvin, men who have left 
their impress upon history, were made what they were, 
to a certain extent, by the times in whick they lived, 
but the history of that period and of succeeding periods 
deponds largely upon tbem. The two men had much 
in common; they were the product of the same age, they 
lived and toiled for the same object. 

We find in the study of their lives and charactera 
much thet is profitable, and in the relations cf their 
characters mueh that is interesting. In order to get a 
correct estimate of their characters and inflaence, it is 

neceseary to have some idea of the period in which they 
lived and the state of eociety existing at that time. 

Luther was born in the latter part of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, Calvin in the early part of the sixteenth century. 
Europe at that time was wrapped in the shrouds of 
ignorance and superstition thrown over it by the Romish 
Church. The life and principles of Obristianity which 
Obrist by his life and death had brought into-the world 
had, by the assumptions of priest and Pope, become dis- 
carded, and in their place was substituted a system of 
ecclesiastical despotism, tyranny, and superstition. The 
world was kept in moral darkness beoauee the light of 
truth (the Bible) was kept from shining. Original 
thought and independent action was counted a crime. 
The decrees issued from the Vatican were the standards 
of action, and a disposition to question them was brand- 
ed as heresy. Men obeyed because they were obliged 
to, and some in their blindness fancied that by so doing 
they were doing the will of God, when, at the same 
time, such actions were an abomination in the sight of 
God. It was in such an age that these men first saw the 
light. 

Luther’s early home was at Kislebea,in Germany. His 
educational career, on account of the limited means 
Of his parents, was somewhat checkered, but through

which he received on finding a Biblo directed him in a 
course of action which resulted in throwing off the shack. 
les of Rome and directing the people into enlighten. 
ment and progression, 

Calvin was born at Noyou, in Picardy. Unlike Luther, 
his educational circumstances were very favorable. He 
was distinguished in his youth for assiduity in his studies 
and that sternness and severity of character which were 
80 prominent in his after life. In his youth the relig. 
ious awakenipg, due chiefly to Luther, was sgitating ard 
permeating society, He early caught the seeds of the 
new faith, which being sown in the soil of his.religious 
instincts, rapidly grew aud brought forth a harvest, tho 
fruits of which have not yet been fully gathered, 

We find in comparing the two men that they had 
much in common. ‘Their object and work partook 
much of the same character. The ultimateaim of both 
was the emancipation from the dominion ‘of Rome, the 
revival of morals, and the spiritual enlightenment and 
upbuilding of the people. 

It is true they did not accomplish all they sought, nor 
were the methods by which they sought it perhaps the 
wisest, but they succeeded in establishing « reform 
which, though incomplete, has caused the progreas of 
Christianity to bs more rapid in the centuries since than 
in all those preceding it. Luther was the originator 
of the movement; Oalvin took it up and sustained it, 
Taey lived in the same age, and the evils which they 
sought to remedy and the obstacles which they had to 
overcome were similar. 

Bat there was a marked contrast in their efforts and 
characters, Luther grasped truth by intu‘tion, Oalvin 
reached it by reasoning and logic, They waged war 
against one enemy, but Calvin surveyed his ground 
and organized his forces previous to the conflict; Luther 
‘ed to the battle ground, plunged into the conflict, and if 
he worked ata diead vantage through. lack of system he 
never turned or retreated; always courageous; a terror 
to his enemies, 

Oalvin was comprehensive in his operations, Luther 
sectional. Both were deadly in earcest, but Calvin was 
content to travel slow and be thorough, while Luther 
was anxious to go at lighining apeed. Both were great, 
intellectually, but one aimed to tear down,: the other to 
build up; each was necessary, and each waa successful. 
The teachings of L»ther created forces, Calvin collected 
and consolidated them. Luther was more flexible than 
Calvin. While Luther may not be compared with Cal- 
vin in scholarship, in executive ability, or as a writer, be 
excelled bim in his power of penetration and conception 
of trath. 

In their social relations Luther was more plessant; 
Calvin was stern, arbitrary, almost despotic. Luther 
was amiable, sympathet'c, tender. He had the power of 
imparting to others what he felt within his own soul. 
Neither of them, unfortunately, was without his faults. 
Their work being necessarily controversial, it generated 
within them harsh feelings towards those who differed 
from them. 

In their declining days they became conservative. 
Calvin went so far as to arrogate to himeelf 
some of the power which he denied to Rome. ‘ihe 
death of Sarvetus isa dark stain on his character. In 
Luther’s desliogs with his opponents there is also a lack 
of generousness and charity. , In hia latter days he be- 
came fretfuland morbid, although his marriage con- 
tributed much to his happiness. These failings are due 
more largely to the sge in which they lived. Many 
things which they did if brou;ht to the standard cf the 
pzerent day would be found wanting. They were in 
advance of their (ime; few would have done better. If 
we jadge them by their work, the result of their labors, 
Calvin seems the greater; Luther lacked system, did not 
have the organizing faculties of Oalvin, consequently bis 
immediate success was not so marked; there was asad 
lack of morals among his followers. 

On the other hand, Oalvin organized a church polity; 
was a legislator. He discipliced his followers, conse: 
quently there was success. John Knox on visiting 
Geneva speaks of the society there as being the most 
perfect school of Christ since the days of the ‘apcat'es.

We 
can not but,eee and own the hand of our divine Father 
jn raising up these men for the work which they ac- 
complished, 

Their influence is felt to-day, and will be felt in the 
world until the great archangel shall proclaim time to 
be no more, And will not this influence be felt on 
through the e‘ernal ages by the souls which have been 
led to ee8 and serve God by their efforts and inflaence ?

WORDS OF HOPE TO THE DEEPLY AFFLICTED, 
(Spoken by Rev. George H. Hebbard at the funeral of 

Henry 8, Williams, who died in Kansas City, Missourl, 
October 18,1883, of a knife wound in the neck, inflicted 
by himself in a moment of undoubted insanity. His 
body was most nicely and tenderly laid out in a metalic 
coffin, sealed, and sent to the home of his aged, widowed 
mother, living in Livonia, Livingston County, New York, 
where the funeral was held October 23, 1883. He was in 
his 431 year of age, and hed never married. In May, 
1855, he joined the Christian Church in Lakeville, New 
York, and wes an activeand exemplary member while he 
lived in this section. Fourteen years ago he went from 
us to the far Weat, receiving from the church a letter of 
dismissal and recommendatioa, From all that we can 
learn by frequent letters to his friends, and other sources, 
we must believe he continued in a consistent Christian 
life. He took an active part in the temperance work in 
Kansas. Bata few days before his death his mother re- 
ceived a letter from him expressive of tender affection, 
and of acheerful, hopeful spirit. His friend and busi 
ness associate writes that no cause can be assigned for his 
fatal act only as above stated. An aged mother, two sia- 
ters. and three brothers received the news as a terrific 
shock, They are sorely afllicted } 


My Dar Fiionds,—I fee! my weakness to day. 
Keenly sensing my Owa great sorrow which has so 
lately etrioken my family in the death of my own dear 
son; and remembering also that your son and brother 
now dead before us waa foratime a member of my 
household and gained a placo in our hearts, I dare not 
trust myself to address you in my usual manner. Par- 
don me if at this time, that my emotions msy not over- 
power and disable me, I do what I never did before on 
such an oocasion—read what I have to say to you. 

How¢ ver death may enter our families, he is the king 
of terrors, Even though his approach be slow, and in- 
fliots upon his victim but little severe distress, and the 
one he takes from us bids us adieu in the fullness of 
the Coristian hope, even then his terror no tongue can 
express. .Then, silent communings with God—our own 
inexpressible thoughts and prayers—are the most sup- 
porting and comforting of all we can have. Oh, yes, 
we gladly welcome true friends and real sympathy 
then, and eagerly listen to every word of hope and 
solace that they can speak to us; but, ob, how little can 
they all bestow ! 

True, we prize friends then. And if memory can 
aleo linger upon the facts that we were with our de- 
parted in their last hours and tireleasly watched by 
their bedside, smoothing and turning the heated pil- 
low, alleviating their sufferings in every possible way 
we oculd; and if it can treasure up words of hope and 
assurance which they epoke concerning their departure, 
their near release from pain, and their joyful h-pe of 
being soon with Jesus—these, in a little degree—a very 
little degree—mitigate our woe. But all are not thus 
privileged to have even this little. Little didI say? I 
would not undervalue friends who prove true to us in 
our grief, or such comforts as I have mentioned. I 
know their value. I only wish to say, they all can do 
but little, but very little, toward healing our terrible 
heart-wounds. 

Again: Death is not only the king of terrora in and 
of himself, but his manner of approach is often moat 
terrific, I will not, oh, I can not, thinkand speak upon 
the terrible ways he often approaches his victims. I 
Will only say to you, my dear, mourning friends, Henry 
died away from home, far from all his relatives, with 
no mother, or sister, or brother, to watch over him and 
do what they could to alleviate his suflerings and catch 
his last words, From a distant land his form—the 
empty tabernacle from which bis spirit has flowna—has 
been kindly and tenderly sent to you. But this is not 
all. Ob, you are sorely afflicted! Your hearts are 56 
smitten that: all of us feel sensibly the shock within 
Cureelves, 
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; Js there anything that.can help you—that can miti- 

gate your woe? Yes, thanks be to God through Jesus 
_Obrist our Lord, there ia, And yet I can not say that 
‘you can enter immediately into a full and complete 
| relief. Much time must elapse before you oan receive 
, the whole; and while in this life at least, whatever you 
_ may receive must come to you through faith, We can 
not really know, but believe. Neither the infidel nor 
Christian can fully know, but may exercise faith. And 
, this they must do to find relief. Think aad reason as 
| we will and back as far as we may, and both infidel and 
| Christian can only find an uncaused power of causation 
'and source of life, This uncaused power and fount- 
ain of life, the Bible, and Jesus, and those who believe 
in bim cali God. God the Father. The God and Fa- 
| ther of Jesus the Christ. His Father and our Father. 
A God of love—who is love. Reason as well as the 
Bible would teach us that we may trust such a God— 
such an uncaused power of causation and source of 
life—that we may safely trust his providences, or what- 
ever he may permit to befall us over which we have no 
power. When skepticism in any of its forms or de- 
grees can bestow upon us weak, struggling, growing, 
and often sorrowing, heart-atricken humanity, a more 
reasonable or rational view of this same great uncaused 
cause, no doubt weak, struggling, suffering humanity 
will seek untoit. But this it oan not do, for almighty, 
infinite Love can not be execlied. Neither can man 
excel nor rejoice only as he seeks unto it, or rather unto 
his, and trusts in him. 

Again: Think and resson onward toward the future 
as far as we can, and this we reasonably should find, 
that this uncaused cause (whom we call Ged) must in- 
babit eternity, or in other werds, must be eternal. 
And also this, that what he has caused must endure or 
continue t be. It may change, and by his power and 
grace be changed, but it will continue to be. Each in- 
dividual idzntity surely must continue to be. Hills 
and mountains may waste away, and worlds and systems 
of worlds may dissolve—these may be the changes, but 
the atom must continue t> exist. Nations and denom- 
inations of human beings may rise aed fall and cease 
to ba, but siace each individual was and is, and did not 
cause bimeslf, but his life came from God, he must 
continue to exist, though the mode of that existence 
may change cr bs changed. Though he die, yet he 
lives, for God is not the God of the dead but of the liv- 
ing, for all live unto him. 

Dear mourners, Henry not only was, but is, and ever 
willbe. So you and [ and all our loved ones, yes, each 
human being, will continue to be, and that forever. 

Jast one thought more, Perfection is goodness. The 
nearer perfect in size, form, and flavor, etc., an apple, or 
any other fruit or grain is, the more absolutely good it 
is. Perfection then is goodness; an4, vice versa, goodness 
is perfection. God is absolute perfection—infiaite good- 
ness—and he must delight in goodness, especially in the 
higher qualities of goodness or perfeetion. In creation 
he pronounced all things good that he made, and he had 
delighé in all his works. But he especially delighted in 
man.: He was the most perfect—the highest quality of 
goodness of all he had created and placed upon the 
earth, and hence to him he gave dominion over all his 
works. But to man he gave varied capabilities, as intel- 
lect, imagination, will, heart or love, ete. 

Now, since the infinite Father no doubt delights in 
all our powers, and in their growth and use, his great 
delight is in our capability of love, and without doubt 
he gave it to have dominion over us. All others in us 
may be full and active, but if we have not charity or 
love in his sight, we are nothing but as sounding brass 
or a tinkling cymbal. 

Deaar mourners, I have said this much upon this point 
to add a word of comfort and hope that may help to 
support you, I koow you wieh no eulogy of your dear 
son and brother, but bear a word that I may present an 
assurance to your troubled hearts. Henry had a good 
heart. By nature it was good,and when twenty-eight 
years aro he gave it to Ged through Jesus it was made 
even better. None of you took more delight in doing 
deeds of kindness or had a more /eeling heart than he, 
Those who knew him best have often said of him, 
“Generous to a fault.” So he was ss the world usually 
estimates acts of kindness. He leas been from us some 
fourteen years, but from al! we have learned of him 
this noble spirit of goodneas continued his predominate 
characteristic. God delights in this power in us, Ho 
bis given his word, both of law and gospel, yea, his own 

Son and Spirit, (o restrain and overcome our eelfnes3 
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and to enthrone love within us—love to bimand to our 
neighbor. 

God must take care of those whose life is love, else 
he can not be God. They can not be lost. He may 
permit a loving Joseph to be sold into Egypt, others to 
suffer in various ways, and still others in their last 
hours to be deprived—as ke did my own dear Willie— 
of so much reasoning power as to not be their real 
selves, yet he takes care of them, for he delights in 
them ; they are his. Godislove. He has never called 
for blocd or vengeance to propitiate himself so that he 
could forgive sin cr save the sinner. He calls for lova 
and he eaves by love. 

Dear, mourning ones, from all we can gather to 
guide our faith and hope, we must believe your dear~ 
son and brother is now with God; with Jesus and the 
pure in heart. Still with all this to comfort you, and 
with ali that any mortal can say-to-you,your grief can 
not soon be assuaged. You are deeply and strangely 
afflicted. Ifeel for you and mourn with you, yet I 
know that only God, by bis word and Jesus his Son, 
and by your communing with him in thought and 
prayer, can sustain you. I most tenderly commend 
you to him, believing that in his own time he will give 
you to know that all his works to usward, whether 
they be his ordinations upon us or evils which he per- 
mits and overrules for our good, are works of love; that 
we yet ehall say with rejiicing, ‘Ob, give thanks unto 
God, for he is good; for his meroy endureth forever!”

HOPE. 


In writing to the Romans (8: 24) Paul says: “For we 
are saved by hope. But hope that is seen is not hope; 
for what a man seetb, why doth he yet hope for? Bat 
il we hope for that we see not, then do we with patience 
wait for it.” In his first letter to Timothy (1:1) he 
speaks of the Lord Jesus Christ as that hope “which is 
our hope.” To the Hebrows (11:1) he mentions faith 
as being the “substance of things hoped for, the evi- 
dence of things not seen.” In the light of the firat 
scrip‘ure quoted, our salvation is prospective. The - 
belicver does not enjoy (what is sometimes termed) a 
full and complete salvation from the possibilities of 
sgain being brought under the dominion of sin. 
While we may not be chargeable with wrong in using 
the term “saved” as being appropriate to a renewed 
state or condition, it should ever be borne in mind that © 
entire sanctification, absolute holiness, perfeet justifica- 
tion are to be considered as things of the future. 

Aceording to the second quotation Christ is our 
hope, which proves the third to be literally true. 
Christ is emphatically the substance of all the proph- 
ecies and promises recorded in the Bible, the fulfill- 
ment of which are the evidences upon which we base 
our hopes of heaven. Christ being the substance of 
our fsith and groundwork of our hepe, we are led to 
rejoice in the prospect of a full and complete deliver- 
ance from all evil and the fiaal participation of the 
highest possible good. Though we can not now see 
him, we eherish the blessed hope of seeing him who is 
now invisible when mortality is swallowed up of life. 
“After I shall awake, though this body be destroyed, 
yet out of my flesh chall Ieee God, whom I shall see 
for myself,and mine eyes shall behold,and not an- 
other.” Bileseed hope! Well might the Prophet 
Jeremiah say : “Blereed is the man that trusteth in the 
Lord, and whore hope the Lord is; for he shall be as a 
tree planted by the waters,and that sendeth out her 
roots by the river, and ehall not see when heat cometh, 
but his leaf shall be green; and shall not be careful in 
the year of drought, neither shall cease from bearing 
fruit.” Not so with the wicked, for it is written over 
against them. “Oursed be the man that trasteth in man, 
and maketh flesh his arm, and whcss heart departeth 
from the Lord; for he shall belike the heath in the 
desert, and shall not eee when gooi cometh, but shall 
inhabit the parched places in the wilderness, in a salt 
land and not inhabited.” Dark indeed must be the 
prospects of the man who is living without hope and 
without God in the world.

Let us hear from 
all our schools every week. 

—Our new Pastor’s Hand Book will be gladly re- 
ceived by our ministers generally. It will treat of 
the organization of churches ani Sunday-schools, of 
the ordination and installation of pastors, of the lay- 
ing of corner-stones and dedication of meeting-houser, 
of the preaching of the word and prayer meetings, of 
communion and baptism, of visiting the sick and bury- 
ing the dead, of marriage and other events in sociel 
life, of the organization of conferences and of the meth- 
ods of transacting business, etc,, eto. 


—In very many ecections of the United States and 
Canada the past season was not a fruiiful one. <A large 
mejority of the membership of the Christian Ohurch 
are farmers, and they are most immediately affected by 
the failure. The floods of the spring time, the drought 
of the summer, and the frost of the early autumn left 
many a farmer with but little of corn or wheat. There 
ia not much danger of suffering among farmers. They 
are generally well-to-do. But there is danger that as 
the times grow stringent the poor minister will be 
pinched and forgotten. No man is made to feel finan- 
cial pressure sooner than he who ministers ia spiritual 
things. 

—Ministers can not be too particular in leading their 
hearers to realize the enormity of sin and the certainty 
of the ruin it will bring to those who yield themselves 
to its service, Salvation is great, not only because of 
the unutterable glories it bestows upon men, but be- 
cause of the fearful ruin from which they are deliv- 
ered. The destruction which sin works in the souls 
of men is a consideration of such vast and frightful 
coneequences that it must neither be overlooked nor 
lightly considered, If it is true that sin exposes men 
to no great danger, then it follows that our salvation 
has but little meaning. It is not at all marvelous that 
men of fine sensibilities should find themselves revolt- 
ing against those over literal and vindictive theories of 
the punishment of the wicked that were generally pro- 
claimed a few years since. But the reaction tends 
strepgly to the opposite extreme. The doctors of the 
“new theology” are laboring earnestly to prove that 
there is probation after death. Much of the “new the- 
ology” is not new to us. Much of its teaching we have 
long maintained, but the doctrine of repentance after 
death is certainly not supported by the teaching of 
Scripcure nor by the analogies of nature. The narrow 
way leads to life and the broad road to destruction. 
All the intimations of Jesus’ teaching are that the wick- 
ed shall go away into everlasting punishment, but the 
righteous into life eternal. 





METHODS OF CHURCH-WORK. 


Oar people have had but little regard to uniformity 
in methods of church-work. Being a free people, bound 
by no authoritative or traditional polity, they have taken 
tie liberty to seek out and employ such methods of 
work a3 ceem to be best adapted to the accomplishment of 
the results desired. While this has been true in theory 
it is not altogether true in practice. It is a well known 
fact in our history that the reformation which resulted 
in the present organization had its beginning among 
different denominations in different sections of the 
country. In the East it began among the Baptists, in 
the South among the Methodists, in the West among 
the Presbyterians, and the customs of these several de- 
nominations have had more or less influence upon the 
customs of Christian churches in the different sections, 
As the western section of the movement involved a 
much more radical divergence from the parent stock 
than those of the East or South, and as the population 
of the West is made up of people from a/I sections, it fol- 
lows that our churches in that section are freest from the 
inflaence of former traditions. While this circumstance 
is vastly to their advantage, it is, as are all advantages, 
attended by a corresponding danger. 

At the East our people hold on to their customs with 
a tenacity unknown to our churches at the West, The 
rea:ga for this ciroumstange is perfectly obvious. We 





of the Weat are well settled in the opinion that some: 
of the Eastern methods of church-work are an incy- 
bus upon their prosperity, while the brethren of that 
section are astonished at the recklessness of our meth. 
ods, The Western minister makes his appeal to the 
sinner in the public aseembly, inviting him to confess 
Obrist before men, and when he comes forward and 
gives his hand to the minister he is at once received as 
a member of the church simply upon his profession of 
faith in Jesus Obrist as the Son of God and bis willing. 
ness to take the Bib’e and it alone as the rule of hia 
faith and practice, to read and understand for himself, 
and to practite its teachings to the best of his ability, 

In New England and in New York no such public 
invitation is given, Sinners are appealed to by the 
minister to signify their desire for the divine life by 
arising in their places in the audience or coming for- 
ward to the anxious seat. The act of arising or coming 
forward is underetood also to include a request for the 
prayers of the church for the conversion of the peni- 
tent. No one is received to the membership of the 
church until he is immersed, and no one is immersed 
until he has professed to have received the assurance of 
his sins being forgiven. 

A person desiring to unite with the church is expect:- 
ed to make that fact known to the pastor who reports: 
the case to the church committee. If the committee: 
believe it to be advisable they report to the monthly 
meeting and the candidate comes before that meeting: 
for the purpose of relating bis experience. If the chvuro): 
is satisfied with the experience they proceed to authorize: 
his baptism, and after baptisa he is given the hand of 
fellowship by the pastor. 

This statement will explain to our readers in the West 
many of the revival reports from the East, wherein a 
large number of conversions are reported and but few 
additions to thechurch. It will explain, too, how It is 
that Christian churches are often mere recruiting ats- 
tons for the sect churches around them. 

After a long and careful study of both methods it is 
our deliberate judgment that the Western method is 
much to be preferred. Practic:s! results are largely in 
ite favor. Many features of the Eastern method are, in. 
cur jadgment, directly opposed to the professed position. 
of our church. 


It is claimed that the precautionsabove mentioned are: __ 


neceesary to the protection of the church against imposi- 
tion—that without some such requirement unfit persons: 
might seek memberehipin the church and thereby the 
cause of Christ would be reproached. That plea isnot new.. 
Jt bas been offered as justification of all the creeds and: 
ecclesiastical usurpations that have bindered the cause: 
ot Christianity from the Roman hieraroby downwards;. 
But if it is venerable with years, experience bas ehown: 
that it is a failure in practice. It bas not proved a pro: 
tection against imposition. History shows beyond all: 
possibility of controversy that the highest walls that: 
men have built around what they bave been pleased to: 
call the church, have had directly the opposite result. 
They have fenced out the most good and have fenced in: 
the most evil, 

It will require but a moment’s reflection to under- 
stand the utter impotency of such methods. If an im- 
postor should seek memberehip in the church is it not 
evident that those barriers are not the least in his way? 
The more euch tests he is compelled to pass the 
more complete his imposture, while thousandsof the 
best Christian people on earth would decline to pass the 
prescribed ordeal. As well might we attempt tobest 
back the wind with a whisp of straw as to protect the 
church egainst imposture by methods such as these.

The association met in the Supreme Court room at 
Columbus, on Wednesday, December 26, 1883, at 7:80 
P.M, and was called to order by Prof. 8, J. Kirkwood, 
of the University of Wooster. The inaugural address 
was delivered by President W. H. Scott, of the Ohio 
State University. It was just such a paper as might 
have been expected from the head of the university of 
a great etate, Eli T. Tappan, LL.D, of Kenyon Oollege, 
delivered an address on “Definition.” He showed great 
ability as an analytical reasoner. 

Oo Thursday a secsion was held at the Osio State 
University. At9 a.m we had “Some Thoughts on the 
Study of Pays‘cal Science,” by Prof. 8. J. Kirkwood. 
Then we listened to “The Responsibility of Teachers of 
Ethics,” by President A. Owen, of Denison University. 
Both were admirable addresses. President Scott then 
escorted the association to the university dining-room 
through a snow storm. After dinner President W. H. 
Da Motte and myself started home. I was very arxious 
to remain and hear “The Proper Sphere of the College,” 
by Prof. Carl F. Kolbe, of Buchtel College; “The S:udy 
of Animal Life,” by Prof. A. H. Tuttle, of the Ohio 
State University; “The Position of Modern Languages 
in a College Education,” by Rector Thomas Vickers, 
University of Oincisnati; and“A Word for College 
Fetichism,” by Prof. W. G. Frost, O»erlin College. It 
is to be hoped that these addresses will be published in 
fall,in order that the people may have the benefit of 
the beat thoughts cf the leading educators of the state. I 
donot care to make any invidious distinctions, but I 
must eay that I was delighted with Drs. Tappan and 
Hartshorn, and charmed with the logic of Professor

By his 
story of the good Samaritan he hes glorified simple 
human charity, and surrounded it with a halo of beau- 
‘ty for all time, And notwithstanding the bigotry and 
narrowness of Caristians, this principle has never been 
forgotten. It is seen in every form of modern philan- 
thropy—in all that isdone for the insane, the blind, 
the deaf and dumb; for the ignorant, the pauper, the 
crimiaal. Toeeek and save those who are lost; this 
has always been the principle cf Christian love, and 
never did this principle work #0 powerfully as to-day. 

The time is passed, and passed forever, when Chrie- 
tendom was in danger of being crushed beneath the 
vast hordes of warlike savages, by Goths and Vandale, 
by Alaric and Attila pouring in from the North; after- 
wards by swarms of Mohammedans from the south 
and east. Those were awful days when the Arab army 
conquered the whole of Spain, and poured over tke 
Pyrenees into France; when the fierce Ottoman took 
Constantinople, and swept up to the gates of Vienna, 
The Christian nations are now so. strong that any one 
of the great powers of Europe would be almost a match 
for the whole heathen world, and it seema as if Chrie- 
tian Europe and America were destined to become 
masters of the whole world, and to teach the subject na- 
tions laws, manners, civilization, and a higher form of 
religion. But before this is done these Christian na- 
tions must become more truly Christian themselves.

A certain man, said they, came through a short time 
ago, and “he sent an appointment ahead, and I tell you 
he preached usa good sermon.” 8 ) the dust must have 
been pretty nearly rattled off that old sermon at the 
end. 

What a great pity that some ministers get out of 
their places as easily assome church-members do! No, 
brethren, I shall never go to any parish pulpit without 
first having been invited by the pastor in charge (only 
in caae of a funeral, and then let the pastor officiate al- 
ways). Nor shali I allow myself to ocoupy the pulpit 
of my brother minister tbrough the persuasion of 
a member of his society. Butif you bave a minister 
present as a visitor, have him preach, if he will. In 
this particular feature of my work I have always suc- 
ceeded in overcoming excuses, and the visitor has 
preached.

—The Interior considers it “a singular 
fact that Calvinism is as dead in Geneva 
as Christianity is in Jerusalem.” Not 
singular at all. It will eventually be as 
dead everywhere, 

—San Francisco is claimed to have 
more millionaires than any other Ameri- 
can city. Nearly every one sprang from 
poverty, and only one ever carried any 
money to San Francisco. Only one is 
the graduate of a college, and only seven 
were trained for a profession, and all of 
these lawyers.

Green-Ucrn Gems.—Take one part 
grated green corn and two parts water; 
thicken with Graham flour a little thick- 
er than for so‘t biscuit. 

Caper Sauce—Stir into one half pint 
drawn butter, six tableepoonfuls of cap- 
ers. or pickled nasturtiums, add a little 
vinegar, and boil up once. 


’ Batter for Clame and-Oysters.—Oae cup 
milk, one egg, one teaspoonful cream of 
tartar, one half teaspoonful soda, a little 
salt, and flour to make as stiff ss for frit- 
ters. 


* Doughnuts.—One cup sugar, one egg, 
One cup milk, two teaspoonfuls of cream 
of tartar, one teaspoonfail of soda, one 
large teaspoonful of melted lard, a little 
salt and nutmeg, and flour to roll out. 


“Hulled Corn.—One quart of corn put 
to soak at night in warm water; in the 
morning change the water to enough to 
boil it'in, putin a rounding teaspoonful 
of soda and boil till it will hull. Rinse as 
usual. 


‘Motntain Saow Cake.—Twocups whit8 
sugar, one and one half cups butter,

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CURRENT EVENTS. 

—Queen Victoria has written a book 
about her life in the Highlands, 

—Twelve thousand British troops are 
ready to embark for Egypt in a few days. 

—Five stores at LaGrange, Indians, 
burned early Saturday morning, causing 
@ loss of $30,000. 

—Henry Villard, president of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, made an assignment 
Friday for the benefit of his creditors. 


—The court house and jail at Jersey- 
ville, Illinois, was destroyed by fire San- 
day, January 6th, and four persons per- 
ished in the flames. 

—A heavy snowstorm prevailed Satur- 
day in sections of Virginia, Tennessee, 
and North Oarolina, with the coldest 
weather known for years. 

—At a crossing over the Wabash Road 
near Napoleon, Ohio, a wagon containing 
five men was wrecked. Two of the men 
were killed and the third will die. 

—Tainted meat-pie caused the poison- 
ing Thursday of nineteen persons in the 
Notre Dame DeL.urdes Oonvent at Mon- 
treal, two of whom are now dangerously 
ill, 


—On the Illinois Central Railroad a 
s‘eeper and two coashes went down a 
fifteen-foot embankment near Barnum. 
One passenger was killed and reveral 
injured. 

—It is stated in London that Teeng, 
the Chinese embaszador, will shortly pro- 
pose to France mediation either by 
Eagland or America on the Tonquin 
question. 

—The Convent of the Immaculate Con 
ception, in Belleville, Illinois, was entirely 
destroyed by fire en Sunday night, Jan- 
uary 6h. There were sixty pupils and 
several teachers in the building. Twenty- 
seven perished. 

—Ssveral loaded boats of Pittsburg 
coal were cut down and sunk by the ice 
at Waters’ Landing, above Cincinnati. 
The towboat Robt. Peebles was sunk by 
the ice, the 7th inst., on the Newport 
shore, near Taylor’s Creek. 


—Fonr fires occurred at St. Louis Sat- 
arday night, the principal one starting in 
Burrell, Comstock & Oo.,’s furniture house, 
which was consumed, together with Mer- 
rick, Walsh & Phelps’ jewelry establish 
ment,Goodyear Rubber Company’s house, 
aad a number of smaller firms. The fire 
department worked against odds, their 
apparatus being frozen up near the scenes 
of other conflagrations. The loss will 
reach $200,000. 

—A suburban train on the Grand 
Trunk Ruilroad collided with a freight 
train that was running without orders, 
fear Montreal, January 1st. A coach 
filled with the employes of the Boland 
Iron Works was telescoped. Nineteen 
of its passengers were kilied, and seven 
more have since died. A number of 
others are thought to be fatally injured. 
The conductor cf the freight, who is re- 
sponsible for the accident, has been ar= 
rested. 

—The Proctor & Gamb'e toap and 
candle factory, Cincinnati, Oxi0, proba- 
bly the largest establishment of the kind 
in the world, burned out Monday after- 
non, January 7th. The loss amounts to 
$250,000, upon which there is an insur- 
ance of $206,035, distributed among near- 
ly two. hundred companies. Other losses 

by fire January 7th were several build- 
ings in Bay City, Mich., $22 000; S. Davis 
& Sane’ cigar factory, Montreal, $70,000; 
Powell’s Block, Phelpston, Ont., $40,000; 
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the Olinton Paper Mill, Circleville, Ohio, ' 
$5000; the Thomas M. E. Chapel, near | 
Findlay, Ohio, $1,000; business block in 
Frankfort, Ind, $75,000; Henton & Hill’s 
warehouse, Salem, Ala., $33,000. 

—Touching the recent “accident” to the 
Ozar,a Vienna paper says that while re- 
turning from a hunt with his suite, six 
persons were noticed ahead of the Ozar’s 
party on the road, who stood aside, when 
80 ordered by the imperial escort, but 
that as the Czar’s sledge passed three shots 
were fired at him, one bullet lodging in 
his shoulder. The assassins escaped in a 
dense wood near at hand, pursued by of- 
ficers, but the chase was fruitless. Oae 
of the pursuing party has not yet turned 
up.
